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Pineau Arrives 
In N.Y. to Attack 
1-Man Rule in Suez 


UNITED NATIONS (Kyodo-UP)—French Foreign 
Minister Christian Pineau arrived here Monday morn- 
ing at 8:19 a.m. (9:19 p.m. JST) to reopen the entire 


Suez Canal dispute in the 


Council at 3 p.m. (4 a.m, JST 
Tuesday). 

Upon arrival Pineau protest- 
“unilateral” opera- 
tion of the canal and said that 
if that country “chooses in the 
future to prevent the passage 
of one nation, France, for in- 
stance, it will be dangerous for 


the peace.” 
Pineau said the United Na- 
tions provides “the proper 


means to arrange the possibility 
of negotiation between Egypt 
and the users,” and said that 
was why he was in New York. 


“We are not here to organize 
a new battle between Egypt and 
France. That is not our pur- 
pose,” Pineau said, 


“What is needed,” he said, is 
“a definitive statement for the 
canal, because it is quite impos- 
sible to live with unilateral con- 
trol.” 


The Foreign Minister added 
that such control on the part of 
Egypt is “not good for the peace 
of the Middle East.” He said 
that France’s adamant stand 
against Egypt’s operation of the 
canal stemmed at least in part 
from “some of the examples of 
the bad will of Egypt,” which 
his country has experienced. 


He cited as one example “the 
intervention of Egypt in our 
affairs during the last few 
months.” Although he did not 
elaborate he apparently was re- 
ferring to Egyptian interference 
in France’s affairs in North 
Africa. 


Arab nations called the French 
Security Council move a “pro- 
vocation” that would raise new 
tensions in the Middle East and 
Egyptian sources accused France 
of reviving the issue in a des- 
perate effort to save the Gé6v- 
ernment of Premier Guy Mollet. 


The debate is expected to last 
into next week with the Coun- 
cil hearing on Thursday a 
Syrian protest that Israel re- 
cently built a bridge for “mili- 
tary purposes” in the Huleh 
Lake land reclamation area. 


Pineau was seeking an inter- 
national agreement on canal 
operation to supplant the Egyp- 
tian plan put forward this 
spring. He had the support of 
Britain and was seeking Ameri- 
can support. 


One of Pineau’s first appoint- 
ments was with U.S. Ambas- 
sador Henry Cabot Lodge, Sec- 
urity Council President for 
May. 
ed any statements on the canal. 

Egypt, which is counting on 
the Sovict veto to protect it 
from any anti-Egyptian moves, 
took the position that France's 
move was a “desperate attempt 
to increase Middle East tension” 
and enable France to “divert 
attention from its internal weak- 
ness.” 


Egyptian sources also accused 
France of conspiring with Is- 
rael to send an Israeli ship to 
the Suez Canal zone “in order 
to provoke Egypt.” 


Reports from Israel indicated 
that Isracl would uphold any 
transit test until after the Sec- 
urity Council debate. 


Test Ship Report Denied 


JERUSALEM (AP)—A_ For- 
eign Ministry spokesman denied 
Monday a report that an Israeli 
ship had lIeft the port of Eilat 
for a test voyage through fhe 
Suez Canal from the southern 
end, 

The spokesman, Moshe Le- 
shem, said “there is no such 
ship.” 

Leshem declined to say whe- 
ther a Suez test attempt was 
imminent. |

Bulganin Asks 
France for Talks 


MOSCOW (Kyodo-UP)— 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
has asked France for bila- 
teral talks on international 
issues, it was announced 
Monday. He warned that 
“a few hydrogen bombs 
would be enough to turn a 
large area into a desert” but 
added his warning was not 
a threat. In a personal note 
to French Premier Guy Mol- 
let, Bulganin said he and 
his colleagues were “alarm- 
ed” because France was al- 
lowing American atomic 
bases to be established on 
French territory. He warn- 
ed Mollet that “it is not sec- 
urity to live in the midst of 
stores of atomic and hydro- 
gen weapons with which 
Europe is being covered,” 
Bulganin said. 


Weeks Urges 
Japan to Cut 
Scrap Import 


WASHINGTON (INS)—Com- 
merce Secretary Sinclair Weeks 
said Monday the Government 
may resort to “some other 
resources allowed by law” if 
Japan does not’ voluntarily 
restrict her imports of US. 
scrap steel. 

Weeks told a House Small 
Business Committee that he 
hoped a voluntary agreement 
could be made. The two govern- 
ments have been negotiating for 
some time on the matter. 

Weeks and Assistant Secre- 
tary Harold C. McClellan both 
denied reports in Japanese pub- 
lications that restrictions had 
been made in secret agreements 
between the two governments. 

Weeks said—‘We don’t know 
of any secret agreements, there 
shouldn’t be any secret agree- 
ments and there is no need for 
any secret agreements.” 

McClellan.said none was con- 
templated and .promised that 
any future agreement between 
the two countries would be 
made public when the agree- 
ment is made. 

Weeks said this Government 
hopes Japan will limit itself to 
the amount of scrap steel it 
bought last year when Japan 
even then exceeded its 1,800,000 
ton voluntary quota. 

The committee called Weeks 
after some U.S. small steel firms 
complained that the limitations 
on exports of iron and steel 
scrap were hurting their busi- 
ness. 

Weeks said the iron and steel 
scrap is in potentially “serious 
short supply” although there is 
“no great crisis today.” 

He. said the overall supply for 
the immediate future of scrap 
material is adequate except for 
a shortage in top quality steel 
scrap. 

Weeks did not explain what 
kind of “recourse” the Govern- 
ment would resort to if the 
Japanese Government did not 
voluntarily agree but presum- 
ably was referring to some type 
of embargo. ,

India, Ceylon 
Appeal for 


Suspension 
Of A-Tests 


COLOMBO (Kyodo-UP) — 
The Prime Ministers of India 
and Ceylon Sunday made an 
“earnest and urgent” appeal for 
the suspension of nuclear wea- 
pon tests pending their even- 
tual abandonment. 

Jawaharlal Nehru 
mon Bandaranaike said such a 
suspension would not only 
limit the dangers that had al- 
ready arisen and help in easing 
international tension, but would 
also lead to effective consideré- 
tion of the disarmament prob- 
lem. 

The appeal was made in a 
communique issued in Colombo 
at the end of personal talks be- 
tween the two premiers. 

Nehru Monday left for home 
as a regular passenger aboard 
an Indian Airline passenger 
plane when his private plane 
developed landing gear trouble. 

Nehru’s private plane was re- 
paired and caught up with him 
at Trichinopoly and the Prime 
Minister and his party transfer- 
red to it for the remainder of 
the return trip. 

The communique said _ that 
they hed given anxious and 
particular consideration to the 
present state of development of 
nuclear and thermonuclear pow- 
er for forging weapons of des- 
truction and the ominous catas- 
trophe threatening humanity :f 
their development and produc- 
tion continued, end their use 
was not prohibited. 

The communique said _ that 
“while, in the event of the use 
of these weapons in _ war, 
humanity would in all pro- 
bability face total extinction, 
Nehru and Bandaranaike were 
immediately concerned about 
the present and immediate con- 
sequences and the harmful and 
unpredictable effects of radia- 
tion on mankind caused by con- 
tinuing explosions of these wea- 
s by Russia, the United 
States and Britain.” 

They reaffirmed their faith in 
the five principles of interna- 
tional relations. It was their 
conviction that the spirit of 
these principles, if acted upon, 
afforded the opportunity for the 
establishment of cooperation, 
understanding and friendship 
between countries, many of 
which had ideoidgical and other 


aifferences, the communique 
said, : 
They appreciated’ Britain’s 


action in acceding to the wishes 
of the people of countries such 
as Ghana. They trusted that 
the area of freedom would be 
enlarged and that nations still 
under colonial domination 
would soon achieve their free- 
dom, the document said.

4. To cope with aggression 
with recourse to the joint secur- 
ity system with America, pend- 
ing the effective functioning of 
the United Nations to prevent

May 27, Bangkok May 51 and 
Taipei June 2. 

In a statement at the airport 
Kishi said, “I want to exchange 
frank views with the leaders of 
these countries as to strength- 
ening the ties of cooperation in 
all fields and especially as to 
ways and means to attain 
mutual prosperity.” 

He further said that “Japan’s 
relations with these countries 
are inseparable and, therefore, it 
has been my sincere desire to 
promote further amicable rela- 
tions with them.” 

The Prime Minister continued: 
“I earnestly hope that my pres- 
ent visit to the Southeast Asian 
countries will be instrumental 
in deepehing mutual under- 
standing between each of these 
countries and ours, and con- 
tribute to the establishment of 
peace in Asia through pro- 
sperity and progress.” 

Seeing him off at the airport 
were about 2,000 persons includ- 
ing the nation’s leaders in polit- 
ical, business and other fields 
and representatives of the 
diplomatic corps in Tokyo.

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S. Arabia May Stop 
Moslem Pilgrimage 


CAIRO (INS) — The Saudi 
Arabian Government threatened 
Monday to stop the traditional 
Moslem pilgrimage to Mecca if 
Israel continues her “threaten- 
ing acts of aggression” in the 
Gulf of Aqaba. 

A long formal statement, ap- 
pealing for the support of “all 
the nations of the world,” charg- 
ed that Israeli warships and 
planes have been violating Saudi 
Arabian territorial waters since 
May ist. 

The Saudi Arabia warning 
was certain to stir up angry re- 
action in the Moslem world, as 
the Mecca pilgrimage is one of 
the five principles of‘ Islam, 

The principle provides that

Stopping the pilgrimage would 
have little direct effect on Israel, 
as that nation’s population is 
more than 85 per cent Jewish. 

But it could ‘arouse the ire of 
the Moslem states who use the 
Gulf of Aqaba to make the jour- 
ney to the Saudi Arabian city of 
Mecca.

Koan Maru Leaves Tangku 
After Dispute Settled 


The repatriation ship Koan 
Maru left Tangku for home 
yesterday afternoon after a 
dispute was settled over the 
embarkation of Japanese wives 
of Chinese merchants. 


The settlement was reached 
in Tientsin Sunday between 
Communist Chinese authorities 
and the representatives of the 
Japan Red Cross and two other 
private organizations concerned 
with repatriation of Japanese 
from the Chinese mainland. 

As a result, Chinese mer- 
chants who returned to China 
after the war were barred from 
boarding the ship for tempor- 
ary visit to Japan. However, 
their Japanese wives, who still 
retain Japanese nationality, 
and any of their children under 
16 years of age were allowed 
to embark. .

through generations in Japan 
since it was first brought from 
China more than 1,200 years 
ago.

The Sumo Association at an 
emergency directors meeting 
yesterday decided on concrete 


measures to renovate the pro- 
fessional sumo world incl 
personnel curtailment and 
others.

Sam Snead’s 


Golf School 


There are essentially only 
two parts to any golf swing— 
the backswing and the down- 
swing. But what comes be- 
tween is important, too. Why 
is the pause at the top of the 
backswing so important? Be- 
cause it enables the player to 


think about what he intends 
to do. : 
Today’s player has reached 
the top of his backswing, 
with his hands properly high. 
He has paused for a moment 
at this point and is ready to 
slam the clubhead into the 
ball. This boy knows what 
he’s doing, what he wants to 
do—and will probably get off 
a good shot. 
Another thing that the pause 
does is to allow a deliberate 
backswing which helps keep 
the body from swaying. If you 
take a slow backswing and 
don’t pause, you might wind 
up lunging at the ball. 


Remember, pause, start 
down slowly — accelerate~ 
then—WHAMMO!

Twelve Japanese experts on 
plastic industry are scheduled 
to depart for the United States 
today to study the plastics in- 
dustry in the U.S. The study 
program was developed by the 
Japan Productivity Center in 
cooperation with the U.S. Opera- 
tions Mission to Japan. 

The group, designated the 
“Plastics Industry Study Team,” 
includes management officials, 
engineers and labor representa- 
tives from 12 leading companies 
of the Japanese plastics indus- 
try. 

They will spend six weeks in 
the United States studying U.S. 
plastics from the standpoint of 
management and finance, pro- 
duction, sales, labor, and other 
factors which have contributed 
to U.S. productivity and develop- 
ment in this field. 

The group is the 47th to go to 
America under terms of a U.S.- 
Japan agreement which aims to 
increase productivity in Japan 
through examination and adap- 
tation of American experience.

The Ministry estimated the 
production of wheat at 46,349,100 
bushels; that of barley at 48,- 
804,204 bushels and naked bar- 
ley 36,980,300 bushels, totaling 
132,133,694 bushels or 5,961,536 
bushels lower than normal. 

The estimated total also rep- 
resented a decrease of 10,785,- 
292 bushels from the actual 
vield of the 1956 crop of wheat, 
barley and naked barley.

Red China May Compete 


in Textiles 


By SHELDON WESSON 


HONGKONG—“If Red China 
decides to go in for cotton goods 
exports seriously, Japan may as 
‘well fold up.” That is the seri- 
oys opinion of one of the most 
competent observers in this 
Colony, a man who has done 
business in and with China all 
his life, and who still maintains 
some contact with industrial 
conditions on the Mainland. 


Both he and other observers 
of the China scene here admit 
that the small quantities of cot- 
ton goods which the Communists 
have exported recently have 
been marketed in a clumsy man- 
ner, and that their propaganda 
value has been greater than 
their commercial value. But, it 
is agreed, there is no sense in 
belittling or underestimating the 
potential that lies north of the 
Hongkong border. 


Statistics are “trade secrets” 
in Peiping, so that the frag- 
mentary information which is 
available on the size and capa- 
bilities of the Red Chinese in- 
dustry is of little value. 


This scattered information in- 
dicates that it may be four or 
five years before Chinese goods 
appear in the world market in 
quantities sufficient to “cause 
trouble.” “But when the quanti- 
ties are larger, the “trouble” 
can be serious for Japan and, to 
a lesser extent, for Hongkong. 


The pricing policy on Chi- 
nese goods has been erratic, 
based on the intensity of the 
Red regime’s need for foreign 
exchange, rather than on pro- 
duction cost or market condi- 
tions. With no commercial “ex- 
change rate” to consider, e 
Red Government-controlled ®x- 
port organization can simply 
sell goods at an arbitrary dis- 
count below, say, Japanese—as 
they do now for raw silk. “

Along with in- 
creasing population there is a 
gradually rising standard of liv- 
ing which makes acceptance of 
better fabrics possible. ° 


But eventually all of these 
countries may reach the point 
that Pakistan has just reached 
—the point of.tentatively dip- 
ping into the textile export mar- 
ket. That country has been ex- 
porting a “substantial quantity” 
of yarn, and is now thinking of 
selling cloth. The Pakistanis are 
reported to be ‘spinning yarns 
up to 32s, and “much cheaper” 
than Hongkong’s prices. 


In fact, Hongkong textile men 
fear Pakistan’s competition 
much more than they do Tai- 
wan’s potential.

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3 Voroshiloy’s Tour 

The tour of the Soviet President, Marshal Voroshilov, 
in. Red China and other Asian countries, has obviously 
been undertaken for the purpose of extending Soviet in- 
fluence as much as possible in Asia and particularly to 
preach the doctrine that Moscow is the only real friend of 
the workers in every country. 

In connection with this latter task, the Marsha has 
made steady use of the weapon of anticolonialism and in- 
sisted upon the supposed perfidy of the Western Powers. 

The fact that he included Indonesia in his tour is 


significant. 


Communism in Indonesia is ambitious to gain 


power and Marshal Voroshilov is regarded as just the man 
to give the Reds there a boost at a time when they believe 
that political difficulties in the archipelago can be twisted 


to their advantage. 


In his speech to students of the Gadjah Mada Univer- 
sity in Jogjakarta, Marshal Voroshilov tried to draw a 
parallel between the success of the Indonesian struggle for 
freedom and that of the Saviet people. In Bali, he stressed 
“peaceful coexistence” on the basis of the “five principles.” 
He is now planning to go on to North Vietnam—already, 
of course, in Communist hands—where a big campaign to 
“increase solidarity and unity among Socialist countries” 


is in full swing. 


While in Red China, Marshal Voroshilov endeavored 
to consolidate Soviet-Chinese cooperation and thus furnish 
a reply to those wishful thinkers among the free nations 
who believe that Mao Tse-tung and his collaborators may 
beeome Titoists in due course. His visit to Peiping had been 
preceded by that of Polish Premier Cyrankiewicz early in 
April and it appears that the latter’s task was to pave the 
way for the Soviet President by removing any impression 
that might have been fostered in Peiping by the troubles 
in Poland last year that the Communist bloc headed by 
Moscow was fated to collapse. 


How far Marshal Voroshilov or Mr. Cyrankiewicz have 
succeeded in convincing Peiping that all is really well with 
the international Communist setup, we cannot, of course 
Say. Peiping, even when it praises Russian aid in “build- 
ing up socialism,” reveals little of its true feelings. It has 

- recently had to admit that its economic planning has not 
met with anything like the success that had been anticipat- 
ed and that in many parts of China the people are in a 
poor way. The blame for this cannot be fairly laid to the 
door of the Russians but it has not improved their popul- 
arity—always somewhat thin—with the mass of the Chi- 


nese people. 


There is a whisper going about that the Red leaders 
in Peiping would like to see themselves in the role of the 
leaders of international communism instead of leaving it 
to the Kremlin. What truth there is in this, it is hard to 
say, but it would seem that Red China has a considerable 
way to go before it can vie with Soviet Russia. Its vast 
resources in manpower cannot make up for technical 
backwardness and lack of sufficient scientific organization. 
In fact, itis unlikely that the present bonds uniting Peiping 
with Moscow will be broken for a long time to come. That 
the tightness of the link is galling to some Chinese Com- 


munists we may well believe 
to govern the situation. 


but mutual interest continues 


Moscow’s announcement of a massive military and 
economic aid program to build up the Republic of Mongolia 
—former Chinese territory—which sprawls as a buffer 
State along the northefn frontier of Red China may or 
may not mean that it is thought desirable to have more 


force available, if needed, in this part of Asia. 


Soviet Rus- 


sia and Red China have been cooperating in building rail- 
Ways across Mongolia but Moscow has always been careful 
to let it be understood that that country must look to it for 
over-all economic and political direction and that it has 
only neighborly ties with Red China. 

| Moscow continues to advocate the admission of both 
Red China and Mongolia to the United Nations and a Russo- 
Mongolian joint statement issued in Moscow suggests that 
negotiations be opened with Japan for normalization of 


relations. 


- Developments are slowly accruing that cannot fail to 
bring about important changes in East Asia and Japan will 
neéd to watch carefully every step so that she does not 
fall into any trap the Reds may set. The latter are, among 
other things, attempting to build up a public opinion in 
Asia which will favor their designs and to add at least a 
large-scale “neutral” area to the Moscow-Peiping axis.

Reference in Diet Hearing Touches Off Communist China Reactions 


’ It ell began with a mention 
of the name of The Japan 
Times in a Diet hearing last 
month. . 

Quickly it started a chain re- 
action, which fed fuel to the 
propaganda machinery of the 
Japan Communist Party. 

The targets were both the 
Japanese and US. Govern- 
ments. 

A series of questions and an- 
swers heard in a session of the 
House of Representatives For- 
eign Affairs Committee on April 
19 referred on a report, carried 
by The Japan Times, cilleging 
that “Communists spent $20,- 
000,000 on propaganda in Japan 
during last year.” 

Testimony made by a respon- 
sible Government official show- 
ed, however, that the report re- 
quired considerable qualifica- 
tion. 

The Diet exchange was touch- 
ed off by Yoshiro Kikuchi (Lib.- 
Dem., Tokyo) who asked: 

“Communization operations 
by the Soviet Union and Com- 
munist China are being inten- 
sified of late. There is a report 
that ¥72,000,000,000 wes brought 
into Japan for that purpose 
during last year. What do you 
think of that?” | 

The question was directed at 
Director Goichiro Fujii of the 
Public Safety Investigation 
Agency (PSIA), who took the 
witness stand. 

Propaganda Spendin 

Fujii: “The Feb. 28 issue of 
The Japzn Times carried an ar- 
ticle which said the Commu- 
nists spent $20,000,000 for propa- 
ganda in Japan last year. I be- 
lieve the sum ¥72,000,000,000 
you referred to must be cor- 
rectly stated as ¥7,200,000,000. 
This article is based on what 
33 American newspaper and 
radio men heard from spokes- 
men and information officers of 
the U.S. Embassy when the visi- 
tors dropped in Tokyo on the 
Far East tour. |

tion, the figure mentioned seems 
to be an over-all total of all the

“These organizations include, 
besides the Communist Party, 
the Japanese Committee for 
Peace, Japan-Soviet Friendship 
Society and Japan-Chinese 
Friendship Society.” 

The report, by the Associated 
Press, which appeared on Page 
2 of The Japan Times began: 

“Communists spent $20 mil- 
lion on propaganda in Japan 
last year and an increasing flood 
is expected in 1957, 33 touring 
U.S. editors and radio men were 
told Wednesday. 

“A ‘very definite’ step-up is 
anticipated with opening of the 
new Soviet Embassy here, an 
American spokesman said, par- 
ticularly in the cultural field. 

Briefing at Embassy 

“The statement was made at 
a briefing at the U.S. Embassy. 
The group, on a 33-day trip 
through the Far and Middle 
East under sponsorship of the 
U.S. Society of Editors and Com- 
mentators, was also:

I¢@ is clear 
that the Government decided 
on the defense policy with 
Prime Minister Kishi’s imminent 
visit t6é the United States in 
mind, In other words, the Goy- 
ernment decided the policy as 
part of the preparations for Ki- 
shi’s negotiations with US.

Why have they ruled that the 
Japan-Chinese Friendship So- 
ciety and the Committee for 
Peace as organizations affiliated 
with the Communist Party?” 

Fujii: “They seam to consider 
them as leftist. 


Okada: “You say the funds of 
all these organizations were add- 
ed together, but who made that 
judgment and on what basis?” 

Fujii: “It’s not we but the 
Americans who did it. I 
couldn’t give you specific infor- 
mation.” 

Close to Party 

Okada: “Does the Public 'Safe- 
ty Investigation Agency deem 
the Peace Committee and the 
Japan-Chinese Friendship As- 
sociation as Communist-affiliat- 
ed organizations?” 

Fujii: “We consider them as 
organizations close to the Com- 
munist Party.” 

Okada: “The President of the 
Japan-Chinese Friendship So- 
ciety is Mr. viichiro Matsumoto 
of the Socialist Party. Is it all 
right to recognize it as an or- 
ganization close to the Commu- 
nist Party?” 

Fujii: “Yes.” | 

Okada: “Do you believe that 
the way the sums were tabu- 
lated is accurate?” 

Fujii: “I don’t believe it is ac- 
curate.” 

Okada: “Then, may we inter- 
pret that report as American 
propaganda?” 

Fujii: “I haven’t yet said it is 
propaganda.” 

Okada: “It is very difficult to 
understand why a foreign gov- 
ernment agency should inves- 
tigate the funds of legitimate 
Japanese organizations. Do you 
believe it is legally possible for 
the PSIA to conduct such an 
investigation on organizations 
other than the Communist Par- 
t » ae 

Fujii: “If there is any sus- 
picion of their being affiliated 
with the Communist Party, we 
do.” 

On the same day, Communist 
Party First Secretary Sanzo No- 
saka gave his rebuttal to the AP 
story, as cited by Fujii, in his 
own press interview. 

No Basis 

In it Nosaka held that the 
“information given out by the 
U.S. is without basis in fact and 
it is a complete fabrication,” for 
which, he said, his party would 
make a stiff protest. 

This, he went on, showed 
that the U.S. Embassy here was 
conducting political conspiracy 
in Japan, including investiga- 
tion and espionage. “It also 
shows,” he went an, “the US. 
Embassy is using the Japanese 
PSIA as an agent to play a part 
in McCarthyism in Japan.” 

Another point Nosaka wanted 


to em ize concerned activi- 
ties of the PSIA itself. 

“The PSIA is investigating the 
Communist Party and even the 
Socialist Party. Director Fujii 
publicly admitted, in his answer 
to Diet questioning, that his of- 
fice investigates such organiza- 
tions for international friend- 
ship and peace as the Japanese- 


Soviet Friendship Society, Japan- | 


Chinese Friendship Society and 
the Peace Committee.” 

On the afternoon of April 22, 
representatives of the “Commu- 
nist - affiliated organizations” 
mentioned in the Diet testimony, 
met, discussed and decided to file 
a stiff protest against the Gov- 
ernment for the investigation by 
the PSIA of their organizations, 
which they held was unconsti- 
tutional. 

It was also decided at this 
meeting that these organizations 
should start a “national move- 
ment to safeguard democracy” 
by calling upon Sohyo, Nationa) 
Railways Workers Union, Tanro 
(Coal Mine Workers Union) and 
other principal unions. 

Protest to Gov't 

On April 23, the meeting of 
the Central Struggle Committee 
of the Japan Communist Party, 
“followed instruction by the 
Communist Party,” according to 
the Akahata of April 25, to pro- 
test to the Government against 
the PSIA investigation of the 
Japan Communist Party and 
“the three peace organizations,” 

Subsequently, the Central 
Struggle Committee of the na- 
tional union also directed its 
local chapters to do likewise 
with the regional offices of the 
Ministry of Justice and the 
PSIA. 

It was the turn for the “peace 
organizations” in question and 
some Socialists to make a move. 
On the following day, April 24, 
they called on Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi and met De- 
puty Cabinet Secretary Eiichi 
Tanaka and Justice Minister 
Umekichi Nakamura to hand 
them a protest note. 

The Japanese Communists are 
now feverishly trying to fan 
anti-Government sentiments 
among the workers by taking 
advantage of two recent events: 
1) the dismissal of railway 
union leaders, who were held 
responsible for the recent vir- 
tual walkout in the name of 
“shop rally” and 2) the arrest 
of Saga schoolteachers. 

These have been publicized in 
leftist publications as indications 
of “Government suppression of 
the working class.” 

In the light of these develop- 
ments, the U.S. Embassy-PSIA 
affair seems just one more item 
for the Communists to make 
use of to further their ends by 
establishing a common issue 
With labor. 


New Red Approach in Tibet 


NEW DELHI (Reuter) — Re- 
ports from Lhasa indicate that 
the Chinese Communists are in 
the midst of a reappraisal of 
their policy—both military and 
political—in Tibet. 


The revolt in eastern Tibet 
last year and the strong resis- 
tance of monasteries to Commu- 
nist reforms, coupled with the 
practical physical _ difficulties 
of extending effective control 
throughout the rugged Tibetan 
plateau, have apparently neces- 
sitated a new approach by the 
Chinese, 


On the political side the Chi- 
nese have already announced 
that they would slow down at- 
tempts to introduce Communist 
reforms. | 


On the military side, though 
there is unlikely to be any large- 
scale withdrawal of troops from 
the country, reports received by 
Tibetan and diplomatic sources 
here suggest that the Chinese 
may regroup their ferces to 
avoid any future head-on clashes 
with Tibetans such as occurred 
last year. 

Then several hundred Chi- 
nese in garrisons in monastery 
towns of eastern Tibet were 
massacred in a revolt headed 
by monks of an anti-Chinese 
movement called Mimang. 

There are reliably estimated 
to be about 100,000 Chinese 
troops in Tibet, of whom about 
half are engaged in “pioneer” 
work, such as the building of 
roads and airfields or even 
working on irrigation or agri- 
cultural projects. 

The remainder form small 
garrisons in main trading*towns, 
at frontier posts with India, in 
villages along trade routes and 
in provincial monastery towns. 

According to reports reaching 
here, some: of the Chinese up- 
country garrisons may be with- 
drawn from town§ and regroup- 
ed in strategic positions. 

There they will be able to 
maintain control against the 
risk of widespread revolt while 
removing the feeling of oppres- 
sion and restraint which has 
caused locally powerful monas- 
teries to rebel. 

In this process the Chinese 
may also be able to prune their 
forces to some extent. 

There has been a winter lull 
in the revolt in eastern. Tibet 
because of the snow but accord- 
ing to Tibetan traders here dis- 
content is still simmering. 

Although some Mimang lead- 
ers have fied the country the 
revolt may break out again un- 
less there is some modification 
of Chinese policy. 

Work by Chinese soldiers on 
roads and other pioneering pro- 
jects is expected to continue, 
though pioneers, whese work is 
completed, may be withdrawn 
to relieve pressure on food 


grains which have been sca 
ever since the Chinese nie 


occupa 


tion of Tibet six and half years 
ago. 

In readjusting their military 
policy in Tibet it is believed in 
diplomatic circles here that the 
Chinese will be guided by three 
considerations, 

1, Tibet is a place which is 
not likely to lend itself as a 
base for use by a foreign pow- 
er against China; 

2. China believes she has 
nothing to fear from India 
whieh has been careful to show 
that she has no aggressive in- 
tentions toward the Chinese; 

3. Practical difficulties of 
maintaining control over the 
470,000 square mile mountain- 
ous area of Tibet with its sparse 
three million inhabitants, where 
every advantage in a revolt lies 
with the guerrillas. 

According to reports from 
Tibetan sources the Dalai Lama 
and his ministers have sought 
assurances when they met the 
Chinese Prime Minister Chou 
En-lai, in New Delhi last Decem- 
ber the Chinese troops would 
be progressively withdrawn. 

How far the Chinese will be 
prepared to go in this remains 
to be seen but Tibetan and 
diplomatic sources here believe 
that any military changes will 
be the regrouping of military 
garrisons in ‘Tibetan tow#ms 
rather than a wholesale with- 
drawal. 

Meanwhile the Chinese have 
definitely ordered a “go slow” 
policy in the introduction of 
Communist reforms. 

Chang Kuo-hua, second vice- 
chairman of a committee set 
up to prepare Tibet to become 
an autonomous region and Pei- 
ping representative in Lhasa, 
has announced that “democratic 
reforms” would not be carried 
out in Tibet during the second 
five-year plan period and that 
it would be for the Tibetan peo- 
ple to decide if they should be 
carried out during the third 
five-year plan. 

At the same time however, 
the Chinese are going ahead 
with intensified training of the 
younger generation of Tibet 
retaining control of schools and 
sending batches of students, 
traders, farmers, social workers 
and monks to study in Peiping.

Decentralization to Eliminate Inefficiency 
By PAUL L. FORD 


WASHINGTON—The vast eco- 
nomic reorganization now get- 
ting under way in the USSR is 
certainly one of the more in- 
teresting developments of the 
post-Stalin era, It is also one of 
the more revealing, although it 
is by no means indicative of a 
crisis as such, in the Soviet 
economy. 

The move has been prompted, 
Moscow officials admit, by the 
very real need to eliminate the 
waste, duplication and ineffici- 
ency which have long plagued 
the Soviet bureaucracy, partly 
as a result of extreme over-cen- 
tralization. Whether the reor- 
ganization, sweeping though it 
is, will prove effective is prob- 
lematical. 

In essence, the plan enacted 
earlier this month by the Sup 
reme Soviet calls for reorgani- 
zation of the administration and 
management of most Soviet in- 
dustrial and construction activi- 
ty on a regional rather than an 
all-union basis. The theory is 
that greater efficiency will re- 
sult from management by per- 
sons closer to the plants and 
better acquainted with local re- 
sources and problems. 

The decentralization will ap- 
ply only to the direction of pro- 
duction. It will leave complete- 
ly untouched’ basic centralized 
control of the entire Soviet 
economy. There will still be 
central control over planning, 
pricing, marketing and allota- 
tions of materials and funds. 

A large number of industrial 
ministries will be abolished, al- 
though eight closely associated 
with armament production will 
survive. Replacing the abol- 
ished offices will be 92 “councils 
of national economy.” These 
will be located where industrial 
concentrations exist—68 in Rus- 
sia proper, in the Ukraine, and 
one each in the remaining 13 
republics, 

Each council will have direct 
administrative control over the 
production of all types of enter- 
prises located within its juris- 
diction, except for very small 
industries of purely local signifi- 
cance. 

To compensate for the scatter- 
ing of control and to prevent 
chaos from lack of coordination 
between the 92 councils, the 
plan calls for a significant in- 
crease in the stature and activity 
of the state planning commit- 
tee (Gosplan). 

Gosplan will become the sole 


planning agency in the Soviet 
Union. High-level supervisory 
sections will be established with- 
in Gosplan to correspond func- 
tionally to the ministries elimi- 
nated. ° 

These steps are bound to have 
a temporary disruptive effect 
upon the economy. With some 
30,000 to 40,000 officials to be 
transferred from Moscow, the 
reorganization will almost auto- 
matically result in some dislo- 
cation and confusion, causing a 
further slowdown of Soviet 
economic expansion. 


In the long run, of course, the 
reorganization may prove bene- 
ficial to a degree. The increased 
autonomy of lower-level officials 
could conceivably result in the 
elimination of wasteful prac- 
tices which had their origin in 
poorly informed and meddle- 
some central agencies. 

But the 92 councils represent 
a greater number of individual 
“empires” than existed under 
the previous system. They will 
provide fertile ground for the 
growth of smaller but more 
numerous bureaucratic centers. 
The desired reduction in the 
ranks of bureaucrats through 
the abolition of ministries is 
also likely to be offset by the 
expansion of Gosplan, with its 
attraction to the high-level bu- 
reaucracy. 


The greatest latent danger 
and one recognized by Commu- 
nist Party chief Khrushchev is 
a possible tendency toward re- 
gional economic self-sufficiency, 
as local officials vie for mater- 
ials and investment funds, This 
will be especially true where 
the jurisdiction of one of the 13 
councils coincides with the area 
of a republic of distinct ethnic 
characteristics. 


Two points ought to be borne 
in mind. First, the reorganiza- 
tion is not being instituted to 
raise living standards. It is in- 
stead an effort to eliminate in- 
efficiency and waste in produc- 
tion wholly without changing 
the existing priority of heavy 
industry over consumer indus- 
try. 

Second, the reorganization 
may remove superficial inade- 
quacies in the Soviet economic 
system. But it cannot eliminate 
inherent weaknesses, particular- 
ly the emphasis on quantity 
rather than quality under cer- 
tainly established norms and 
quotas.
